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INSTRUCTIONS FOR THE MAINTENANCE OF 
BIRD FLOOR COVERINGS 



1. BIRD LINOLEUM ON FLOORS 

Cleaning: 

Bird Linoleum stays clean without excessive washing. 
When necessary to clean, wash the entire floor with a 
mild soap and water. Stubborn dirt spots may be removed 
with a mild abrasive such as Bon-Ami or by rubbing lightly 
with line steel wool. Alter washing, rinse with clean water 
and mop dry. Do not use an excess of water. Never use 
strong soaps, alkalies, or cleaners containing solvents. 

Wax Application: 

When the Linoleum is dry, apply an approved self-polishing 
water wax with a soft cloth or commercial applicator. 
Spread the wax in a thin, even layer with strokes in one 
direction. Allow the wax to dry for 30 minutes. A second 
coat of wax may be necessary on floors subjected to very 
heavy traffic, but the second coat should not be applied 
until after the first coat of wax is thoroughly dry. 

Warning: 

Never use paste waxes, plastic finishes, varnishes, or 
shellac as a protective coating for Bird Linoleum on floors. 

Maintenance: 

Floors which are daily cleaned with a dry mop to remove 
surface dirt and dust will require less frequent washing 
and scrubbing with soap and water. Heavy traffic areas 
should be waxed each week; other areas less frequently. 
Always apply a protective coating of wax after washing 
with soap and water. 

Protection of Linoleum: 

Legs of chairs, tables, and desks should be equipped with 
large-diameter casters and gliders to prevent unsightly 
dents and permanent scars on the Linoleum. 

We recommend for ordinary chairs a swivel-type rest with 
a 1 ' 2 " diameter flat base; for swivel chairs, a soft rubber 
tread caster wheel 2" in diameter by 7 /s" face. Furniture 
legs should be set in cups or be protected with flat base 
slides 1-1/16" in diameter. This type of equipment is made 
by various manufacturers. 

We also recommend the following types of floor protection 
equipment as manufactured by the Bassick Company: 

Light, medium and heavy chairs — NR-2, NR-3, 

NR-4. NR-20. NR-30, NR-40 

Office chairs with swivel ball bearing casters - - 
9696 "Baco". 

Furniture legs — Nomar cups NDC-6, NDC-7, 
NDC-125, NDC-225, NDC-325, CG-91, CG-92, CG-93. 



2. BmD LINOLEUM ON COUNTER TOPS 

Clean the counter top with soap and water to remove all 
grease and dirt. Rinse with clean water and dry. Wax the 
surface with a paste wax and rub well into the surface. 
Allow wax to dry for 30 minutes and then buff with a soft, 
dry cloth. 

AH fruit and vegetable juices as well as alkalies and 
strong soaps should be immediately wiped off of counter 
tops to prevent discoloration of the Linoleum. Do not set 
hot dishes or hot pans directly on the Linoleum counter top. 

3. BIRD ENAMEL SURFACE RUGS AND 
FLOOR COVERINGS 

It is very seldom necessary to scrub enamel surface floor 
coverings. In fact, it is possible to wash more enamel away 
with strong, abrasive soaps than it is to wear it off. The 
usual amount of dust and dirt can be removed with a dry or 
water-dampened mop. Never use an oiled mop. Abnormal 
accumulation of dirt can usually be removed with a mild 
soap, after which a rinse with clear, warm water is 
necessary. 

Stubborn marks can be removed with a mild abrasive soap. 

Use only on the spot to be cleaned, then wash with mild 

soap followed by a clear, warm water rinse. 

Range oil, grease or similar substances are very harmful 

and must be wiped up as soon as possible after being 

spilled. 

As a protective coating use only a good grade of self- 
polishing wax, applied in a thin coat. Do not use any var- 
nish, shellac or similar coatings on enamel surface floor 
covering. These tend to discolor the surface and will show 
wear in traffic lanes which cannot be touched up. 
Dome type furniture rests or small casters should not be 
used on furniture placed on hard surface floor covering 
since deep dents will result. Used on chairs, they may 
actually tear the floor covering. Use only the flat type of 
furniture rests. For household use, the Bassick Cushion 
Type CG-92 or the flat drive-on type NR-3 is recommended. 
If buckling occurs under heavy furniture or against any 
vertical surface, it should be relieved by moving the fur- 
niture from its position until the bulge flattens, or by cutting 
excess material at the vertical surface. 

Protruding shoe nails will mark and dent the enamel sur- 
face.
